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[57] ABSTRACT 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To deodorize the inside of an automobile, etc., with a photocatalytic 
body and sunbeams by dispersing fine photocatalyst particles in a fired layer of a 
polytetrafluoroethylene resin, forming fine voids between the resin and the photocatalytic particles and 
disposing the resultant photocatalytic layer having a specified void volume on a substrate. 

SOLUTION: A photocatalytic layer 2 having &e;7% void volume is disposed on a substrate 1 to obtain 
the objective air cleaning element A useful in the deodorizatton of the inside of an automobile. The 
photocatalytic layer 2 is obtd. by dispersing fine photocatalyst particles in a fired layer of sintered 
polytetrafluoroethylene powder, forming fine voids between the resin and the photocatalyst particles and 
allowing the gaps in the sintered polytetrafluoroethylene powder to communicate with an air layer to 
impart a multi-gap communicating structure. The voids between the polytetrafluoroethylene resin and 
the photocatalyst particles are formed as fine gaps of several nm to several &u;m thickness so that air is 
allowed to flow in and out sufficiently. A deodorizing sheet based on activated carbon, a zeolite or the 
like is laminated if necessary. 
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
